The doctrine of election is plainly set forth 
in the word of God—not a general election 
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foreknowledge? We “are the called accord- 
ing to his “purpose,” and not according to 
our will. “fis not of him that willeth, but 
of God that sheweth merey.” “For whom 
he did foreknow, he also did predestinate to 
be conformed to the image of bis son.— 
Whom He did predestinate, them he also 
called; and whom He called, them He also 
justified; ‘and whom He justified, them He 
also’ glorified.” “Who shall tay any thing 
to the charge of God's elect?” They are 
FOREK NOWN—predes!inated—called—justifi- 
ed—vlorified. a 

3d.’ If the general ransom be true, anc if 
Christ died notin vain, then the doctrine of 
the Unfiversilians must be trués For either 
Christ did or did not sufier the punishment 
dué to all Men. If he did not suffer ently for | 
a part. a part offly can have the benefit of his | 
deuth—for those only for whom Christ died 
can be savéd—and if Christ died fur all, ab-> 
solutely, justice is satistied, and hath no more 
ademand., But again: 

4th. The ‘Arminiaw is ‘forced to grant,” | 
sering he'will not allow universal salvation, | 
“that atter all that was effected by tlie death | 
of Christ, it was possible that none should 1 
be saved!” And Owen further proves, that | 
‘if Christ accomplished by his death, no} 
more than Freg-will ascribes to it,it ts utlerly “| 
impossible that any shouldbe saved:”  “‘¥or 
say. théy, ‘He hath opetied & door of salva- | 
tion to all.” Alas! fs it not a vdin-endeavor 
to open « grave for a dead man lo come oui? 
Who lights a candle for a blind nan to sce 
by? ‘To open a door for him to come out of 
prison, who is blind, ‘atid’ lame, and bound, 
yea dead [in sins] is rather to deride his 
misery than’ to procure hii liberty: neither 
tell ine that will yield me'strong consolation, | 
utider the etijoymént whereof the greatest 
portion of met pérish everlastingly.” 

Sth. What doth the general ransom profit? 
*’Puis obtaining redemption for ull, by the 
blood of Christ,?? as Owen showeth, **com- 
eth at Jength to this: ‘Goud intendeth that he 
shall die for all, to procure for them eternal 
redemption atid glory; but’ yet'so that they 
shall tever have the lenst goud liy these glo- 
rious things, unless they peérforny that which 
He knows they’ ure no ways able to do, and 
which none but Himself can enable them to 
perform; and whieh, concerning the grentest 
part of thei, He is resolved not to de.” 

6th. What doth wniversal inerricteNnr 
graceamount to? It “isa mere painted cloth,” 
that will give no assistance at all to’ those 
for whom Christ died. It will only ‘*gwe 
them leave to be saved, if they can.’ it 
amounts in substunce to this. Christ died 
for all—yet it is possible that none may be 
saved—it is possible that all may be dammed, 
“Go your wuys: be saved tif you'can, in the 
Way revealed. Gop WILL NOT HINDER You.” 
It is dll a work of chance: and what worse 
is Atheism? 

7th. And then as to the glory of God. Ac- 
cording to free will and the general ransom, 
«all will be well, when God iséuntented wiih 
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of all men absolutely—but a particwar elec- 
tion of some men and angels to everlasting 
life. Godisa Sovreign, and has.a perfect 
right to do as He pleases with His own; and 
if He has seen proper to foreordain the sal- 
yation of a number that js 80 certain. and 
definite that it cannot be either increased or 
diminished, the creature has no right to find 
fault. For ‘twho art thou, O man, that re- 
»liest against God? He hath mene on whom 
He will have mercy; and whom be wil! He 
hardeneth,”” 

The language of the text, suggests three 
points: Ist. There is an election. An elec- 
tion never supposes the whole, but always a 
part—and of consequence implies non-elec- 
tion. ‘The very idea of election, exeludes 
the doctrine of a general ransom, and also 
of free will’ 2d. ‘There is a remnant, This 
word cannot argte the whole, but rather con- 
firms the election of a part. 3d. ‘There isa 
remnant according to the election of grace. 
Election depends not on creature works—it 
is of grace—the sovereign, discriminating 
grace of God. 

This doctrine of particalar election and 
immutable designation, is full of right pre- 
cious consolation to the believing soul. Not 
so to the wicked. Their carnal hearts de- 
spise and. reject that grace in Christ. which 
delizhteth the hearts of God’s people, and 
Which strengteneth them ‘to resist the wiles 
of the Devil. The non-elect, being jn the 
gall.of bitternesss and bonds of iniynity, 
speak evil of things they understand not: 
made to be taken and destroyed, they shall 
utterly perish in their own corruption, They 
speak greatswelling words of yvanity—yea, 
they set their mouths against the heavens. 
| ‘The spitit that now worketh in the chil- 
| dren -of disobedience hath lifted the banner 
| of rebellion against the church of Christ.— 
| He lieth in-wait to deceive—vea, and lest he 
| deceive the. very elect, I shall with God’s 

help, expose bis deformity, 
| ‘The spirit of Antichrist denieth the dis- 
tingwishing grace of election, By this spirit, 
the. Deerces, of .God are set at naught; the 
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that portion of glory which is of our as- 
signing.” “But “God would never allow that 
the will of the creature should be the meas- 
ure of His honor All that glory of God 
Which is pretended to be asserted thereby, 
however it my seem glorious to purblind 
nature, is indeed a sinful flourish, for the ub- 
scuring of that glory wherein God‘is de- 
lighted.” 

Sth. Morever, the general ransom and 
free-wil! strike at the very root of all éhris- 
tian consolation. ‘What good will it do to 
ine, to Know that Christ died for me, if not- 
withstanding that, I may perish forever?..... 
But be of good comfort,’ will Artnians say; 
‘Christ is a propitiation for all sinners, and 
know thou thyself to be so.? True; but is 
Christ a propitiation for all the sins of those 
sinners? If so, how can any of them per- 
ish? If not, what good will this do to me, 
whose sins perhaps ure such, as for whieh 
Christ was not a propitiution?” What is 
this ‘propitiation? It is ‘an effectual pos- 
sible redetption, notwithstanding which all 


the sons of men might perish everlasting-
